Jones won the crown in a
torrid thrée-way scrap with
A. J. Foyt of Houston, the
Indianapolis 500 winner, and
Jim Hurtubis of Lennox, the
fastest man in Indianapolis
Speedway history (149.592
mph for one lap).

The three of them go at
it again Saturday night at
Ascot in a 40-lapper.

“It's been a good year for
me,” said Parnelll. “And
with a little luck in the big
cars it could have been a
great year, But don’t misun-
derstand. I'm not complain-
ing. I got my share of luck
in the sprints.”

The year's big money win-
ner, of course, is Foyt—
something like $90,000 from
purse winnings of $175,000.

But Parnelli figures he isn’t
doing badly and probably
will end the year in the $25,-
000 to $30,000 bracket.
“EVERYTHING.0.K.”
“Fverything went right
for me in the sprints,” said
the Indianapolis co-rookie
of the year. “I won nine of
the 22 races this season
(Foyt won six and Hurtu-
bise four as the “big three’
monopolized the purses).
“Little things seemed to
bug me in the big cars,” he
continued. “I'm not discour-
aged, though. I led five of
this year's championship
races, only to fall out due
to ohe thing or another. I
did get six second places in
the past two years.”
Parnelli's biggest disap-
pointment, mnaturally, was
Indianapolis. As a rookie, he
led for several laps in Aga-
janian's Willard Battery
Special. He was struck over
the left eye by a flying ob-
ject thrown up by another
car and lost sight of the eye
for a few laps as his goggles
filled with blood. He finally
salvaged 12th place, nursing
his car home on two cylin-
ders.

He's anxiously and opti-
mistically awaiting next
|year’s race.

“T know now I can move
in that company. But I wish
there were two 500-milers a
year,” he said, “It's tough
waiting a year to get back
there.”

Skin Diving Fi
Battle Harbor

Loos Angeles County De-
partment of Parks and Rec-
reation has embarked on a
training program for skin
divers who will assist the
City of Los Angeles Fire
Department in fighting Har-
bor fires.

Chace, who represents the
Harbor areas throughout

County’s underwater safety
instructors are now conduct-
ing classes in scuba diving
for City Firemen at Fort
MacArthur in San Pedro.
The final session will be a
practical test in the waters
off Catalina Island.
Prompted by the experi-
ence of ¢he Matson Dock fire
of several years ago, the
classes were developed by
Assistant Los Angeles Fire
Chief William W. Johnston,
Jr., executive officer of the
Bureau of Personnel, Train-
ing and Civil Defense.

Angeles firemen are being
trained in the use of scuba

diving equipment for under-
pier and dock fire fighting.
The first class began on Oc-
tober 18, and the second
class will begin November
14, Supervisor Chace said.

Scuba diving involves the
use of self-contained under-
water breathing apparatus
which is8 worn by divers to
provide air for extended un-
der water work.

The International Associa-
tion of Fire Chiefs has recog-
nized scuba diving fire fight-
ers as practical and efficient
in fighting fires under
docks, Supervisor Chace
said, and has assigned a rep-
resentative to participate in
the training now being given
at Fort MacArthur,

Firemen who complete the
training program as quali-
fied divers will be certified
by the underwater safety
section of the County Parks
and Recreation Department.
